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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/18/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claim 1, Applicant argues that "Grace grants access ... simply based 
on timing of accesses" and thus does not disclose an '"interface having priority'" (p. 3); 
however, using time of arrival is a particular priority arrangement from which Applicant's 
claim fails to distinguish. Furthermore, Grace also accommodates requests that come 
at the same time and performs a selection (e.g., col. 4, lines 65-66). 

Regarding claims 5, 21 , and 30, Applicant argues that Agarwala does not 
disclose the "interface having priority" (p. 4); however, as noted supra, Grace is relied 
upon for this feature. 

Regarding claim 40, Applicant argues that Mulla does not disclose the "interface 
having priority" (p. 4); however, as noted supra, Grace is relied upon for this feature.
